‘Bodies Into River, 

When the first explosions occurred bodies 
were thrown clear out of the berths in the 
sleeping cars, many landing down the rail 
road embankment and some even having 
been hurled into the Susquehanna river, 
which parallels the railroad in that locality. 

With practically no clothing, many women 
and children from the train were compelied to 
wander about the fields, ds there are few 
houses in the immediate vicinity of the wreck. 

A temporary hospital was established im- 
mediately in the works of the Central Steel 
company, about a quarter 
scene of the accident. 

Ghastly Rows Line 

As soon as some of the dead and injured 
were reached they were laid in long, ghastly 
rows along the tracks Many were carried 
into the offices and even into the working 
rooms of the Paxtang gas plant and other 
manufacturing establishments along the 
tracks.

HANDED TO PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


‘Text of the Document Delivered to 


noon at the Auditorium Annex, 


the Nation's Chief Yesterday 


Chicago, May 9, 1906.-To the Honorable 
| Theodore Roosevelt, President of the United 
States of America—Honorable Sir: 

This labor difficulty began as a lockout. 
| So far as there has been any striking done, it 
has been a strike for arbitration. 
| The unions invoived are committed both 
upon principle and by specific contract with 
the employers for arbitration 

These contracts grew out of the desire of 
the anions to protect the public peace and 
welfare by providing to submit all disputes 
or differences of opinion to the umpirage of 
an impartial third party, and accepting that 
decision—right or wrong—as binding upon 
both parties. Such a course is a guarantee 
of the preservation of law and order. All 
that the unions ask or desire in this contro- 
versy is that an arbitration shall be granted 
as specifically agreed to in the contracts in- 
volved. All that is desired is that the public 
officials shail-join with the labor bodies in 
demanding that lawleseness shall not be al- 
lowed to be used in forcing contracts to be 
broken and that violence shall not be allowed 
to prevent differences of opinion to be settled 
‘by the quiet, orderly method of arbitration. 

The contracts of June 26, 1908, provide for 
arbitration as follows, in the sixth, four- 
teepth, and eighth sections respectively: 

Eighth—It is agreed that in the event of a mis- 
understanding or any dispute arising as to the 
construction of this working agreement, or any 
misunderstanding in regard to the operation or 
enforcement of this contract between the parties 


to any section of this contract, between the party 
of the first part andthe party of the second part, 
no house shall lock out any member of said local 
union No. 21, and no executive board or business 
agent shall declare a strike, and said local No. 21 
‘shall not declare strike, but such misunder- 
standing, dispute, or difference of opinion shall be 
referred within twenty-four [24] hours to the rep- 
resentatives of the parties to this contract for set- 
tlement, and in case such representatives fail to 
settle such controversy within twenty-four [24] 
bours after the same shall have been submitted 
to them, it is agreed that each representative shall, 
within the second twenty-four [24] hours, name 
an arbitrator, and the two arbitrators so selected 
shall as speedily as possible name one disinter- 
ested person, who shall not be a manufacturer or 
& member of any labor organization, and the three 
so selected shall, within ten days’ time, settle the 
difficulty, and the decision so rendered shall be 
binding on all parties to this agreement. 

You will therefore readily see that we have 
the written right to demand arbitration—a 
demand that has been repéatedly spurned by 
the employers im thé presence of Mayor 
Durme of Chicago.

. Law Same for Both Sides. — 

‘‘ Mr. Shea, I can only repeat what I have 
said, ” replied President Roosevelt. “‘Iama 
believer in unions.

Jeere@ because he deserted a union and 
became a deputy sheriff, George T. Waldorn, 
‘who was guarding a Wells, Fargo express 
wagon last evening, shot and killed George 
8S. Pierce. 
Pierce, with a companion, was waiking 
south in Clark street. At Seventeenth street 
a Wells, Pargo express wagon under guard of 
several deputy sheriffs, among whom was 
Waldorn, passed on the way to the barns at 
Seventeenth street and Armour avenue. 
Pierce was formerly a teathster émployed 
by Rothschild & Co. and since the strike had 
been out of employment. He is said to have 
recognized Waldorn as a former union man 
and called his companion’s attention to him, \ 
You are a nice one, you are,” Pierce calied 
out to Waldorn. “ You ought to be ashamed 
of yourself.”’ 


Waldorn jumped back of the seat in, the 
express wagon, and, drawing a revolver from 
his pocket, aimed it at Pierce. 

“Ti fix you for that,” he said, and pulled 
The bullet struck Pierce above 
the heart and lodged in his lung. When 
Waldorn saw that he had shot Pierce he 
sprang from the rear of the wagon, and, 
breaking through the crowd that had gath- 
ered, ran down Seventeenth street to the | 
Wells, Fargo barns, where he sought to hide 
in a rear room. 


Policemen Waldorn. 
Two policemen riding on a south bound 


avenue car jumped from the 
platform when they heard the shot and 


went in pursuit of Waldorn, whom they fol- 
lowed to the barns. They ordered all the 
doors closed that Waldorn might not escape 
and then summoned a patrol wagon from the 
Twenty-second street police etation. A large 
number of policemen answered the call and 
Waldorn was arrested. 

Pierce was placed in an ambulance and wae 
hurried to the People’s hospital. He died as 
he was being carried into the hospital. 

At the police station Waldorn would make 
no answer to questions. 

Resolutions denouncing the killing of 
Pierce’ were adopted in the evening by the 
department store delivery drivers’ union. 

Wagon Guard Shoots a Boy. 

Bdward Wright, a schoolboy 16 years of 
age, was shot in the thigh during the after- 
noon by a man on a United States Express 
company wagon. The caravan of wagons was 
passing Wright's residence, 43 East Twenty- 
second place, and several hundred persons 
were jeering the nonunion men. A brick was 
thrown at one of the wagons, For answer the 
driver fired one shot and Wright fell. A 
rush was-made for the express wagon, but 
the driver who fired the shot jumped to the 
ground and escaped. 

Later Michael MeNichols, Lawrence Mc- 
Nichols, and James Lennon were arrested 
for disorderly conduct, being accused of 
causing the trouble by throwing stones. 
John Nichols was arrested as the man who 
did the shooting. 


Attacks His Fellow Workers.

Twice each year, however, Grosser got out 
a report. It was supposed to carry all the 
information’ about the government of the 
city of Chicago. Shortly after it appeared 
the mayor was Sure to receive letters from 
corresponding secretaries of various non- 
official societies in other cities, interested in 
municipal affairs, asking that the learned 
head of the municipal library of Chicago be 
allowed to lecture before ates o A polite 
denial was always sent. 

But yesterday Commissioner of Public 
Works Patterson made up his mind it would 
be a good thing if there was some handy 
Place on the first floor of the city hall where 
the stranger could get what information he 
was looking for. So he preémpted the rooms 
in the corridor leading to the west entrance, 
formerly used by the city electrician and the 
custodian of stolen party, and installed Mr. 
Grosser in them. The extra room was given 
so his municipal Nbrary could be installed. 


Colleran Loses His Suit. 


Former Chéef of Detectives Luke Colleran 
lost his case against the city by a decision 


* handed down by Judge Chytraus in'the after- 


noon. The history of Colleran’s suit has been 
af interest to many members of the police 
force, who hoped, if be had been successful, 
to bring similar suits. 

Colieran was discharged from the detective 
bureau. Then he brought 
suit and finailly.was put on the retired list. 
He then brought certiorari proceedings 
against the city, asking that the action re- 
suiting in his dismissal be stricken from the 
records, About one year afterward Colleran 
underwent a physical examination, the result 
of which was that he was found capable of 
working.

tion. 


Ratify Lake Shore Bonds.

was ratified. It is stated authoritatively that 
the proceeds of this sale will be devoted in 
various ways to the improvement of the Lake 
Shore system, and are not to be used for the 
purehase of Erie common stock or any sim- 
flar object as was reported several days ago.

American Smelters Purchases. 


Officers of the American Smelting and Re- 
fining company huve issued a statement 
showing the acquisition of new properties the 
company has made recently and the value of 
them in the way of increasing business and 
profits. The properties recently taken over 
are expected to increase the profits of the. 
trust not less than 50 percent. The princt- 
pal acquisitions are the Selby Smelting and 
Lead company at San Francisco, with an- 
nual business of $35,000,000; the Tacoma 
Smelting company, at Tacoma, Wash.; the 
Puget Sound Reduction company, at Everett, 
on Puget sound, with a 25 year contract, 
which will produce about 50,000 tons of pig 
lead per annum; and the Central Smeiting 
company of Missouri. 4 

The company will erect a copper smelter 
near Salt Lake, Utah, a copper smelting 
plant in California, a lead and copper smelter 
at Velardena, Mexico, and a lead and copper 
smelter at Chihauhua, The company’s cop- 
per refinery at Perth Amboy is being en- 
larged by an increased refining capacity of 
72,000,000 pounds a year. 

The Boston News Bureau says Smelters’ 
common stock will be placed on a 10 per cent 
dividend basis within a year, paying 2% per 
cent quarterly. The stock now pays 5 per 


cent. 
Distribute Large Surplus. 

Directors of the United Shoe Machinery 
company, in considering the matter of the 
distribution of undivided profits to the com- 
mon stock holders had to treat with a surplus 
of $6,710,000 as of March 1.
